neer of the Allia-Chaluiers Company, 
plunged into the hole In the ice through 
.whteu the little fellow bad fallen and 
• t tire utmost risk to himself wucceeded 
[n bringing him to th^ surface. 
He 


was quickly taken to the pumping sta- 
tion where efforts were mad« to revive 
him fur more than two hours, but it 
was too late. 


The drowned lad was the son of Mr. 


sud Mrs. Willielm II. F. Scliluler who 
reside on Bay Viaw avenue. The father 
li a Chief (runner iu the navy, at (ires 
eul being attached to the battleship 
New Jersey In Hampton Roads. He 
was immediately notified by telegraph 
of the pad fatality and returned to his 
home IB quickly as possible.

last night there were still unaccounted 
for eight officers and 110 men. There Is 
little doubt that all these missing men 
perished. 


The rollcall was applied only to tbe 


crew of the lena, but u It Is believed 
that seme 12 or 15 arsenal band* were 
cngaced on board the battleship at the 
time of the explosion, It is feared that 
the total number of dead will reach 
'120. In this belief the naval hospital 
here has been instructed •to prepare 
mortuary spdce for 120 bodies. 


The primary cause of the amdcut 


was the explosion of a torpedo. Why 
this Instrument exploded is not known, 
lut (he powder magazines of the liani. 
were set on lire ahd their contenls. hi 
exploding, practically ik-'fuynl vrliul 
was considered one of the i'uvsl vessels 
In the French navy. 


Th« lenii had Just undergone a final 


inspection of her hull and niiK'liInery. 
the latter having been completely over- 
hauled, preparatory 
to Joining 
the 


squadron tudny. The crew was in Its 
full strength, being composed of the 
rear admiral, 24 other officers and (WO 
men. The magazines had lieen replen- 
ished recently and contained many tons 
of powder, as well ns a number of 
charge* for torpedoes. 


The explosion came without warning 


The flrsl shock was extremely violent 
and shook the vessel fore and aft. II 
was at once followed by other shocks. 
The crew were thrown Into n condition 
of terror-stricken panic. They rushed 
wildly hither and thither about the 
deck. 
' .The hundreds of men below 
deck- 


were in a fearful position. They were 
enshrouded In blinding imoke, 
and 


while they groped their way ton-aril 
the exits they became the.prey of suffo- 
cating fumes which caused many of 
Ih-m to fall unconscious where they 
stood.

become more frequent, nnd Ihe entire 
afterpart of the lena caught tire. Shells

'arsenal. These flying missiles consti- 
tuted a most serious menace to the lives 
of those who made their wny toward 
the ill-fated Imltltship lobesin I he work 
of rescue. In spile of the danger ninny 
heroic efforts were made to render as- 
sistance, bill for [he most part in vain.

events which led to the death of Mary 
Itogcrs. 


Tins remarkable achievement fixed in 


tlie public mind tho notion that tills use 
of logic blended with imagination was 
original with Poo. Ai> u matter of fact, 
it Is almost curtain that Poo. who was 
deeply versed in French literature, got 
the sugge.sliou of Ihu niutliod from 
reading certain piissuges in tlie ori- 
ental tale c.-illiKl "/sullir," by Voltaire. 
In this book a young man is itue.stioned 
:is to whether lie had seen a stray do;,' 
ami horse that might bnvo passed him 
on iiis journey.
